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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the steps for placing a seat pan and 
cushion assembly (claim 1) or an uncompleted lower seat assembly (claim 1 1) into a seat build 
fixture, testing the sensor array in the seat assembly, and completing the assembly of the seat 
subsequent to testing. As noted by applicant in the specification in paragraphs [0012]-[0013], the 
testing of the sensor arrays has conventionally been performed only after the seat is fully 
assembled.
